W a sh in g t o n, Aug. 4.—After a con­ 
ference on the peace question, lasting 
for about an bour yesterday afternoon, 
between the president and M. Cambon, 
the French ambassador, the latter act­ 
ing as the representative of Spain, Sec­ 
retary Day emerged from the W hite 
House and announced that the confer­ 
ence was inconclusive; wherefore the 
parties to it had agreed to say nothing 
publicly as to w hat had occurred. 
The 
secretary did not appear to be discour­ 
aged as he made this statem ent, though 
he admitted no tim e had been set for 
another conference. From this it is 
gathered that the long expected an­ 
swer of the Spanish government to the 
president’s note, upon being received, 
had turned out to be just as it was ex­ 
pected, either a counter proposition or 
a request for a fuller statem ent in de­ 
tail upon some of the heads of the presi­ 
dent’s note. Up to the middle of the 
afternoon, it was stated by all parties 
concerned th a t the Spanish answer had 
not been received, that the only formal 
note that had come to hand was one 
from the Madrid cabinet to M. Cambon 
asking for 
information upon some 
points that were not clear to the Span­ 
ish mind. 
However, just after 3 o’clock, the 
secretary of the French embassy, M. 
Thiebaul, called at the state depart­ 
ment and arranged with Secretary Day 
for a meeting between the president 
and the ambassador, as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
The meeting was set for 3:45 
o’clock, and Secretary Day was /fct the 
White House in season, but was obliged 
to wait about ten minutes for the 
French ambassador. As already stated, 
after conferring for an hoar, tne parties 
separated, having been unable to reach 
a conclusion as to the acceptance by 
Spain of the peace conditions laid down 
by the president and binding themselves 
to the observance of the strictest secrecy 
as to the proceeding until further prog­ 
ress had been made. Thus, it is prac­ 
tically assured in advance that any at­ 
tempt to state what occurred at yester­ 
day’s meeting at the White House will 
be nothing more than pure guesswork.

“Concerning the unfortunate occur­ 
rences on the ships Concho and Seneca 
that brought some sick and wounded 
from Santiago, the secretary of war 
gives oat the following statement, after 
a careful investigation: 
# 
“ At the time they left Santiago the 
general desire of the convalescents to 
come home doubtless overcrowded both 
ships. 
From the commencement of 
the Santiago campaign until w ithin a 
few days the terrible conditions on that 
coast, where our ships had no shelter 
and always with a high surf, made the 
landing of troops, supplies, ammuni­ 
tion, artillery and medical stores very 
difficult, aud tnere is no doubt much 
inconvenience and suffering was there­ 
by caused that was unavoidable. The 
lighters that went with General Shat­ 
ter’s fleet were lost on the way. Two 
tows of lighters were 
subsequently 
sent which were also lost, and it was 
impossible to get supplies ashore except 
with the boats from the ships and those 
supplied by the navy. 
“ Later on a lighter was furnished by 
the navy which was the only one there 
for many days. 
On account of the 
great number of sick and wounded, 
which was in excess of what had been 
anticipated, there was no doubt mach 
privation 
aud 
suffering 
especially 
among the sick at Santiago. The cap­ 
tains of the Seneca and Concho did not 
report to General Shafter, nor to Quar- 
termaster Humpnrey that they needed, 
water. Had they done so, of coarse, it 
would have been provided. Then also 
a large number of civilians rushed 
aboard to get away and they occupied 
many staterooms 
that should nave 
been given over to the soldiers. No re­ 
currence of snch conditions will be 
possible hereafter and no one regrets 
more than the secretary of war that 
anything of the kind should have hap­ 
pened. 
“The general commanding that army, 
the surgeon general and the quarter* 
masters and commissary deportments, 
have done the best they could, but un­ 
forseen circumstances, named above, 
prevented the convenience being pro­ 
vided that otherwise would have been 
fam ished.” 
Secretary Alger, who is determined 
that no f urtfeer trouble of the kind shall 
occur, if in his power to prevent it, 
sent an order to General Shafter at 
Santiago, and the commander in Porto 
Rico to see that nothing of the kind 
occurred again.

As already stated, 
after conferring for an hour, the parties 
separated, having been unable to reach 
a conclusion as to the acceptance by 
Spain of the peace conditions' laid down 
by the president and binding themselves 
to the observance of the strictest secrecy 
as to the proceeding until fu rth er prog­ 
ress had been made.

Lieutenant Hobson a few days ago, 
while in New York city on one of the 
many flying visits which he has made 
since his arrival from Santiago, related 
to a small party of friends the details 
of his escape from the collier Merrimac 
and of his subsequent capture by the 
Spaniards. 
ll was dark when we started in to­ 
ward the strait,” said Lieutenant Hob­ 
son in giving his narrative, ‘‘and it was 
darker when we got the ship into posi­ 
tion. We all knew that we were taking 
desperate chances, and in order to be 
unincumbered when we got into the 
water we stripped down to our under­ 
clothing. 
The ship gave a heave when 
the charges exploded, and as she sank 
with a lurch at the bow we got over her 
sides. 
That we got into the water is 
nearly all we know of w hat happened 
in that rather brief period. Some sprang 
over the ship’s sides, but more than one 
of us was thrown over the rail by the 
shock and the lurching of the ship. 
“ It was our plan to escape on a cata­ 
maran float which lay on the roof of 
the midship house. One of the greatest 
dangers of the thing was that of being 
caught in the suction made by the ship 
as she went down, so we tied the float 
to the taffrail, giving it slack line 
enough, as we thought, to let it float 
loose after the ship had settled into her 
resting place. 
I swam away from the 
ship as soon as I struck the water, but 
I could feel the eddies drawing me back­ 
ward in spite of all I could d a 
That 
did not last very long, however, and 
as soon as I felt the tugging ease I 
turned and struck out for the float, 
which I could see dimly bobbing np 
and down over the sunken hnll. 
“ The Merrimac’s masts were plainly 
visible, and I could see the heads of my 
seven men as they followed my example 
and made for the float also. We had ex­ 
pected, of course, that the Spaniards 
would investigate the wreck, but we 
had no idea that they would be at it as 
quickly as they were. Before we could 
get to the float several rowboats and 
launches came around the bluff from 
inside the harbor. They had officers on 
board and armed marines as well, and 
they searched that passage, rowing 
backward and forward, until the next 
morning. It was only by good luck that 
we got to the float at all, for they were 
upon us so quickly that we had barely 
concealed ourselves when a boat with 
quite a large party on board was right 
beside us. 
“ Unfortunately, we thought then, 
but it turned out afterward that noth­ 
ing more fortunate than that oould have 
happened to us, the rope w ith which 
we had secured the float to the ship 
was too short to allow it to swing free, 
and when we reached it we found that 
one of the pontoons was entirely out of 
the water aud the other one was sub­ 
merged. 
Had the raft lain flat on the 
water we oould not have got under it 
and would have had to climb up on it 
to be an excellent target for the first 
party of marines that arrived. 
As it 
was, we could get under the raft and 
by putting our hands through the crev­ 
ices between the slats which formed its 
deck we could hold our heads out of 
water and still be unseen. That is what 
we did, and all night long we staid 
there w ith our noses and mouths barely 
out of water. 
“ None of us expected to get out of 
the affair alive, but luckily the Span­ 
iards did not think of the apparently 
damaged, half sunken raft 
floating 
about beside the wreck. 
They came to 
within a cable’s length of us at inter­ 
vals of only a few minutes all night. 
We could hear their words distinctly 
and even in the darkness oould distin­ 
guish an occasional glint of light on the 
rifle barrels of the marines and on the 
lace of the officers’ uniforms. We were 
afraid to speak above a whiser, and for 
a good while—in fact, whenever they 
were near us—we breathed as easily as 
we could. 
I ordered my men not to 
speak unless to address me, and with 
one exception they obeyed. 
“ After we had been there an hour or 
two the water, which we found rather 
warm at first, began to get cold, and 
my fingers ached where the wood was 
pressing into them. The clouds, which 
were running before a pretty stiff breeze 
when we went in, blew over, and then 
by the starlight we could see the boats 
when they came out of the shadows of 
the cliffs on either side, and even when 
we could not see them we knew that 
they were still near, because we could 
bear very plainly the splash of the oars 
and the grinding of the oarlocks. 
“ Our teeth began to chatter before 
very long, and I was in constant fear 
that the Spaniards would hear us when 
they came close, It was so still then 
that the chattering sound seemed to us 
loud as a hammer, but the Spaniards’ 
ears were not sham anmnrh ta hear in 


My men tried to keep their teeth still, 
but it was hard work and not attended 
w ith any great^roccess at the best. 
We 
all knew that We would be shot if dis­ 
covered by an ordinary seaman or a ma­ 
rine, and I ordered my men not to stir, 
as the boats having officers on board 
kept well in the distance. One of my 
men disobeyed my orders and started 
to swim ashore, and I had to call him 
back. He obeyed at once, but my voice 
seemed to create 
some 
commotion 
among the boats, and several of them 
appeared close beside us before the dis­ 
turbance in the water made by the man 
swimming had disappeared. We thought 
it was all up with us then, but the 
boats went aw^ay into the shadows again. 
“ When daylight came a steam launch 
full of officers and marines came out 
from behind the cliff that hid the fleet 
and harbor and advanced toward ns. 
All the men on board were looking 
curiously in our direction. They did 
not see us. 
Knowing that some one of 
rank must be on board, I waited until 
the lannch was quite close and hailed 
her. My voice produced the utmost con­ 
sternation on board. Every one sprang 
up, the marines crowded to the bow, 
and the launch’s engines were reversed. 
She not only stopped, but she backed 
off until nearly a quarter of a mile 
away, where she staid. 
The marines 
stood ready to fire at the word of com­ 
mand when we clambered out from un­ 
der the float. 
There were ten of the 
marines, and they would have fired in 
a minute had they not been restrained. 
“ I swam toward the launch, and then 
she started toward me. 
I called out in 
Spanish, ‘Is there an officer on board?’ 
An officer answered in the affirmative, 
and then I shouted in Spanish again, ‘I 
have seven men to surrender. ’ I contin­ 
ued swimming, and when I reach Bd the 
side of the launch I was seized and 
pulled out of the water. As I looked up 
when they were dragging me into the 
launch I saw that it was Admiral Cer- 
vera himself who had hold of m a 
He 
looked at me rather dubiously at first, 
because I had been down in the engine 
room of the Merrimab, where I got cov­ 
ered with oil, and that with the soot 
and coal dust made my appearance most 
disreputabla 
I had put on my officer’s 
belt before sinking the Merrimac as a 
means of identification, no m atter what 
happened to me, and when I pointed to 
it in the launch the admiral under­ 
stood and seemed satisfied. 
The first 
words he said to me when he learned 
who I was were, ‘ Bienvenido sea usted, ’ 
which means, ‘You are welcome.* 
My 
treatment by the naval officers and that 
of my men also was courteous all the 
time that I was a prisoner. They heard 
my story, as much of it as I could tell, 
but sought to learn nothing more. 
“ My men were rescued from the float, 
and we were taken to the shore, and we 
were all placed in a cell in Morro Cas­ 
tle. 
I asked permission to send a note 
to Admiral Sampson and wrote it, but 
when Admiral Cervera learned of it he 
came to me and said that General Li­ 
nares would not permit me to send it. 
The admiral seemed greatly worried, 
but it was not until a day or two later 
that I learned what was on his mind. 
That same day he said he would send a 
boat to the fleet to get clothes for us and 
that the men who went in the boat 
could tell Admiral Sampson that we 
were safe. I learned later that General 
Linares was inclined to be ugly, and 
that Admiral Cervera wished to get 
word to our fleet as soon as possible that 
we were safe, knowing that then Gen­ 
eral Linares would learn that the fleet 
knew it, and he would not dare to harm 
us. 
*4 When we were first placed in Morro, 
the solid doors to our cells were kept 
closed for an hour or two, but when we 
objected to that the admiral ordered 
that they be thrown open. 
Then we 
had a view of Santiago harbor, the city 
and the Spanish fleet All of the officers 
of the army and fleet called on us that 
day, and their treatment of us was most 
considerate and courteous. General Li 
nares did not call, but sent word that 
as all the others had called he thought 
that a visit from him was not included 
in his duties. 
I do not know what he 
meant by that, but am sure that we do 
not owe our safety to him. 
“ We were still in Morro Castle when 
Admiral 
Sampson’s fleet bombarded 
Santiago. 
The windows in the side of 
our cell opened west across the harbor 
entrance, and we could hear and see the 
shells as they struck. We knew that we 
would not be fired npon, as word had 
gone out as to where we were, so we 
sat at the windows and watched the 
shells. 
Each one sung a different tune 
as it went by. The smaller shells moan­ 
ed or screeched as they passed, but the 
IS inch shells lpft a sound behind them 
like that of the sudden and continued 
smashing of a huge pane of glass. 
The 
crackling was sharp and metallic, some­ 
thing like sharp thunder without the 
roar, and the sound continued, but de­ 
creased after the shell had gona 
In 
many cases the shells struck projecting 
points of rock aud, ricochetting, spun 
end over end across the hills. The sound 
they made as they struck again and 
again was like the short, sharp puffs of 
a locomotive starting with a heavy 
train. 
“ We were in Morro Castle four days, 
and only once did I feel alarmed. 
The 
day before we were taken into the city 
of Santiago I saw a small boat start 
from the harbor with a flag of truce up. 
When I asked one of the sentries what 
it meant, I was told that the boat had 
gone out to tell our fleet that mv man 


and I had already been taken into the 
citv. 
Then I teared that M o t t o w o u l d 
be bombarded at once and believed it 
to be a scheme got up by General Li­ 
nares to end us. 
We were taken to the 
city the next day and were safe any way 
then. 
“ In the city we were treated with 
the same consideration by the naval 
officers and the army officers, with the 
exception of General Linares, which we 
got on the day of our capture. I believe 
that we owe to Admiral Cervera our ex­ 
change and a great deal more in the 
way of good treatment that we would 
not otherwise have received. 
General 
Linares had no good blood for us, nor 
did the soldiers and marines, 
who 
would have shot us on sight the night 
that we went into the harbor.”—New 
York Sun.

HOW HOBSON ESCAPED. 


Detailed Account of the Event­ 


ful Night at Santiago. 


DUB HERO’S VIVID RABBI TI VE. 
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Lieutenant Hobson a few days ago, 
while in New York city on one of the 
many flying visits which he has made 
since his arrival from Santiago, rid a ted 
to a small party of friends the details 
of his escape from the collier Merrimac 
and of his subsequent capture by tho 
Spaniards. 
‘‘lf was dark when we started in to­ 
ward the strait,” said Lieutenant Hob­ 
son in giving his narrative, ‘‘and it was 
darker when we got the ship into posi­ 
tion. We all knew that we were taking 
desperate chances, and in order to be 
unincumbered when we got into the 
water we stripped down to our under­ 
clothing. 
The ship gave a heave when 
the charges exploded, and as she sank 
with a lurch at the bow we got over her 
sides. 
That we got into the water is 
nearly all we know of what happened 
in that rather brief period. Some sprang 
over the ship’s sides, but more than one 
of us was thrown over the rail by the 
shock and the lurching of the ship. 
“ It was our plan to escape on a cata­ 
maran float which lay on the roof of 
the midship house. One of the greatest 
dangers of the thing was that of being 
caught in the suction made by the ship 
as she went down, so we tied the float 
to the taffrail, giving it slack line 
enough, as we thought, to let it float 
loose after the ship had settled into her 
resting place. 
I swam away from the 
ship as soon as I struck the water, but 
I could feel the eddies drawing me back­ 
ward in spite of all I could do. 
That 
did not last very long, however, and 
as soon as I felt the tugging ease I 
turned and struck out for the float, 
which I could see dimly bobbing up 
and down over the sunken hull. 
‘‘The M errimack masts were plainly 
visible, and I could see the heads of my 
seven men as they followed my example 
and made for the float also. We had ex­ 
pected, of course, that the Spaniards 
would investigate the wreck, but we 
had no idea that they would be at it as 
quickly as they were. 
Before we could 
get to tho float several rowboats and 
launches came around the bluff from 
inside the harbor. They had officers on 
board and armed marines as well, and 
they searched 
that 
passage, rowing 
backward and forward, until the next 
morning. It was only by good luck that 
we got to the float at all, for they were 
upon us so quickly that we had barely 
concealed ourselves when a boat with 
quite a large party on board was right 
beside us. 
' ‘Unfortunately, we thought then, 
but it turned out afterward that noth­ 
ing more fortunate than that oonld have 
happened to us, the rope with which 
we had secured the float to the ship 
was too short to allow it to swing free, 
and when we reached it we found that 
one of the pontoons was entirely out of 
the water and the other one was sub­ 
merged. 
Had the raft lain flat on the 
water we could not have got nuder it 
and would have had to climb up on it 
to be an excellent target for the first 
party of marines that arrived. 
As it 
was, we could get under the raft and 
by putting our hands through the crev­ 
ices between the slats which formed its 
deck we coaid hold oar heads out of 
water and still be unseen. That is what 
we did, and all night long we staid 
there with our noses and months barely 
out of water. 
‘‘None of us expected to get out of 
the affair alive, but luckily the Span­ 
iards did not think of the apparently 
damaged, half sunken raft floating 
about beside the wreck. 
They came to 
within a cable’s length of us at inter­ 
vals of only a few minutes all night. 
We could hear their words distinctly 
and even in the darkness could distin­ 
guish an occasional glint of light on the 
rifle barrels of the marines and on the 
lace of the officers’ uniforms. We were 
afraid to speak above a whiser, aud for 
good while—in fact, whenever they 
were near us—we breathed as easily as 
we could. 
I ordered my men not to 
speak unless to address me, and with 
one exception they obeyed. 
“ After we had been there an hour or 
two the water, which we found rather 
warm at first, began to get cold, and 
my fingers ached where the wood was 
pressing into them. The clouds, which 
were running before a pretty stiff breeze 
when we went in, blew over, and then 
by the starlight we could see the boats 
when they came out of the shadows of 
the cliffs on either side, and even when 
we could not see them we knew that 
they were still near, because we could 
lear very plainly the splash of the oars 
and the grinding of the oarlocks. 
“ Our teeth began to chatter before 
very long, and I was in constant fear 
that the Spaniards would hear us when 
they came closa 
It was so still then 
that the chattering sound seemed to us 
oud as a hammer, but the Spaniards’ 
ears were not sham caiamrh to hear ii 


My men tried to keep their teeth still, 
but it was hard work and not attended 
with any great^raccess at the best. 
We 
all knew that We would be shot if dis­ 
covered by an ordinary seaman or a ma­ 
rine, and I ordered my men not to stir, 
as the boats having officers on board 
kept well in the distance. 
One of my 
men disobeyed my orders aud started 
to swim ashore, and I had to call him 
back. He obeyed at once, but my voice 
seemed to create 
some 
commotion 
among the boats, and several of them 
appeared close beside us before the dis­ 
turbance in the water made by the man 
swimming had disappeared. We thought 
it. was all up with us then, but the 
boats went away into the shadows again. 
“ When daylight came a steam launch 
full of officers and marines came out 
from behind the cliff that hid the fleet 
and harbor and advanced toward us. 
All the men on board were looking 
curiously in our direction. They did 
not see us. 
Knowing that some one of 
rank must be on board, I waited until 
the launch was quite close and hailed 
her. My voice produced the utmost con 
sternation on board. Every one sprang 
up, the marines crowded to the bow, 
and the launch’s engines were reversed. 
She not only stopped, but she backed 
off until nearly a quarter of a mile 
away, where she staid. 
The marines 
stood ready to fire at the word of com­ 
mand when we clambered out from un­ 
der the float. 
There were ten of the 
marines, aud they would have fired in 
a minute had they not been restrained 
“ I swam toward the launch, and then 
she started toward me. 
I called out in 
Spanish, ‘Is there an officer on board?’ 
An officer answered in the affirmative, 
and then I shouted in Spanish again, ‘I 
have seven men to surrender. ’ I contin 
ued swimming, and when I reach 3d the 
side of the launch I was seized and 
pulled out of the water. As I looked up 
when they were dragging me into the 
launch I saw that it was Admiral Cer­ 
vera himself who had hold of m a 
He 
looked at me rather dubiously at first, 
because I had been down in the engine 
room of the Merrimac, where I got cov­ 
ered with oil, and that with the soot 
and coal dust made my appearance most 
disreputable. 
I had put on my officer’s 
belt before sinking the Merrimac as a 
means of identification, no matter what 
happened to me, and when I pointed to 
it in the launch the admiral under­ 
stood and seemed satisfied. 
The first 
words he said to me when he learned 
who I was were, ‘ Bienvenido sea nsted, ’ 
which means, ‘Yon are welcome.’ 
My 
treatment by the naval officers and that 
of my men also was courteous all the 
time that I was a prisoner. They heard 
my story, as much of it as I could tell, 
bnt sought to learn nothing more. 
“ My men were rescued from the float, 
and we were taken to the shore, and we 
were all placed in a cell in Morro Cas­ 
tle. 
I asked permission to send a note 
to Admiral Sampson and wrote it, but 
when Admiral Cervera learned of it he 
came to me and said that General Li­ 
nares would not permit me to send it. 
The admiral seemed greatly worried, 
bnt it was not until a day or two later 
that I learned what was on his mind. 
That same day he said he would send a 
boat to the fleet to get clothes for us and 
that the men who went in the boat 
could tell Admiral Sampson that we 
were safe. I learned later that General 
Linares was inclined to be ugly, and 
that Admiral Cervera wished to get 
word to our fleet as soon as possible that 
we were safe, knowing that then Gen­ 
eral Linares would learn that the fleet 
knew it, and he would not dare to harm 
us. 
“ When we were first placed in Morro, 
the solid doors to our cells were kept 
closed for an hour or two, but when we 
objected to that the admiral ordered 
that they be thrown open. 
Then we 
had a view of Santiago harbor, the city 
and the Spanish fleet. All of the officers 
of the army and fleet called on us that 
day, and their treatment of us was most 
considerate and courteous. General Li­ 
nares did not call, bnt sent word that 
as all the others had called he thought 
that a visit from him was not included 
in his duties. 
I do not know what he 
meant by that, but am sure that we do 
not owe our safety to him. 
“ We were still in Morro Castle when 
Admiral 
Sampson’s fleet bombarded 
Santiago. 
The windows in the side of 
our cell opened west across the harbor 
entrance, aud we could hear and see the 
shells as they struck. We knew that we 
would not be fired upon, as word had 
gone out as to where we were, so we 
sat at the windows and watched the 
shells. 
Each one sung a different tune 
as it went by. The smaller shells moan­ 
ed or screeched as they passed, but the 
13 inch shells left a sound behind them 
like that of the sudden and continued 
smashing of a huge pane of glass. 
The 
crackling was sharp and metallic, some­ 
thing like sharp thunder without the 
roar, and the sound continued, but de­ 
creased after the shell had gone. 
In 
many cases the shells struck projecting 
points of rock and, ricochetting, spun 
end over end across the hills. The sound 
they made as they struck again and 
again was like the short, sharp puffs of 
a locomotive starting with a heavy 
train. 
“ We were in Morro Castle four days, 
and only once did I feel alarmed. 
The 
day before we were taken into the city 
of Santiago I saw a small boat start 
from the harbor with a flag of truce up. 
When I asked one of the sentries what 
it meant, I was told that the boat had 
gone oat to tell our fleet that mv man

A NARROW ESCAPE. 
Had President McKinley listened to 
the powerful sentiment in congress be­ 
fore war against Spain was declared 
this country Would how be wondering 
w hat it would do with the Republic of 
Onba, for many there were who be­ 
hoved it was onr doty to bring into ex­ 
istence a new nation. 
Fortunately the President had decided 
on the course to be pursued, and stood 
his ground manfully. He was willing 
to interfere in behalf of the poor people 
who were being starved by the thousand, 
but being in possession of facts that 
were not generally known he could not, 
while doing his duty to the country, rec­ 
ognize the insurgents as having foun­ 
ded a government.

“ If Engineer George was here he 
would probably understand that he 
oan’t drain the whole of Eastern Ohio 
down Avondale street,” said a property 
ownbr last evening to a N e w s R e v ie w 
man as he gazed upon the ruin wrought 
ay the flood of the afternoon. And he was 
right. At least all appearances went to 
show that entirely too mach water had 
gone that way. It is the old story with 
few variations and the aggregate 
damage as much as usual. 
When the rain came down in torrents 
yesterday afternoon the hills beyond 
Avondale began to pour tons of water 
into the run which now has a course 
along Minerva street. 
At the outlet to 
the famous Potter lake a sluice had been 
built. 
It was probably intended to 
carry off water, peacefully and without 
damage, but if it had been devised as 
powerful instrum ent 
for 
the 
rip­ 
ping 
up 
of 
pavements 
and 
the 
destruction of private property its mis­ 
sion would have been fulfilled. Through 
this the w ater came, and as its month 
was in line with the bricks of the street 
the torrent shot directly across the road­ 
way and tore oat the sand. Then it 
only required a few moments for the 
bricks to go topsy turvy after w hat had 
held them in place. The curb doubtless 
stayed the awful force for a time, but at 
length it too gave way, and the flood 
went over the hill toward the china 
works, finally finding an outlet in Tan­ 
yard run. 
Meanwhile, that portion which had 
not taken the direct route had been de­ 
flected by the curb, and rushing down 
Avondale for a distance of about 200 
feet, gathering force with every foot of 
the way, it attacked the foundation of 
the house occupied by Frank Allen at 
the intersection of Avondale and Brad­ 
shaw avenue. The wall was torn away 
as before and the foaming torrent disap­ 
peared into the cellar. Mr. Allen suf­ 
fered the same damage in the June 
freshet and the wall had only been re­ 
built a short time. 
The water had by this time gathered 
powerful force, and tearing down the 
bed of the run gathered from the Will­ 
iams stave mill sufficient drift to block 
the mouth of the culvert under W alnut 
street. 
Having learned much from 
past experience officials of the Knowles, 
Taylor & Knowles company hastily 
placed men at work clearing away the 
debris. Then another flood came down 
W alnut street, quickly followed by one 
from Bradshaw avenue, and the water 
began pouring into the lower kilnshed 
of the New End. There was now noth­ 
ing to do but endeavor to save the slip- 
house, all doors in the other department 
having been opened to allow the water 
to escape. The flood soon passed, bat be­ 
fore it had gone the pottery company 
had sustained damage. 
The coarse was now more open, yet 
the Bagley place at the foot of Lincoln 
avenue, and the 
wall under Frank 
Bigot’s building were damaged. 
The Dresden this time escaped injury, 
but the ice plant and a number of 
houses in that vicinity were damaged. 
A great mass of debris filled the yard at 
the plant, and the houses owned by 
George Buckley were flooded. Debris 
blocked 
the culvert and the water 
backed to an unusual height. The prop­ 
erty of John Aten suffered as usual, and 
the new sewer from Jethro street was 
uncovered and damaged. 
Hundreds of people went last evening 
to Avondale street where the principal 
damage was done. 
The water still 
flowed through the sluice across the 
sidewalk, and showed too plainly how 
the damage had been done. The road­ 
way from that point to Bradshaw avenue 
was torn up, scores of bricks having 
been lifted from their places and scat­ 
tered about in endless confusion. 
A 
deep ditch near the curb showed the 
power exerted before the flood attacked 
the Allen property, while the spot where 
the direct torrent from the sluice had 
broken through was marked by a great 
hole. 
Heavy pieces of curbing had been 
tom from position and washed over the 
hill, serving to show the awful force of 
the stream. A dark brown mark along 


the china works showed the height of 
the flood, but fortunately only* a little 
water found its way into the building. 
Had it rained a few minutes longer the 
damage there would have been great. 
Many opinions were expressed by the 
crowd, and it was evident that the peo­ 
ple are tired of paying for the repaving 
of Avondale. 
Lincoln avenue again suffered to con 
siderable extent. 
In many places the 
pavements were lifted up and the bricks 
torn out and it will be necessary to re­ 
pave the greater portion of the street. 
In Jefferson street gutters were again 
washed out, while the street car track in 
Franklin street was undermined 
for 
some distance. 
The dirt and water covered the street 
car track at the ball ground and the in­ 
tersection of Lisbon street, but it was 
only a short time before the line was in 
working order. 
West Market street as usual was cov­ 
ered with debris from Spring street, 
Woodlawn and Basil avenues, but little 
damage was done.

EAST END EX PE R IE N C E . 


The Flood Tore Out the Mulberry Street 
Culvert. 


The rain flooded East End as East 
End has often before been flooded, but 
this time the water demolished that 
much discussed Mulberry street culvert, 
completing the job as though it had been 
done by a gang of wreckers. 
The w ater came down the hill into 
Lake’s run, but happily, Mr. Spence’s es­ 
caped, although a considerable amount 
of dirt was washed along the bank. The 
new sewer opening near the loop failed 
to carry off all the water coming from 
that direction, and some water found its 
way into the clay mine of the Knowles, 
Taylor & Anderson company. The kiln 
yard was also flooded, and a number of 
houses in that vicinity contained water 
and debris. The culvert under Penn­ 
sylvania avenue was blocked, and water 
rolled over the street. The street rail­ 
way track was thrown at least five feet 
out of line and the roadbed damaged. 
The cellars of a number of houses were 
almost filled with water, and the flood 
continued its course to Mulberry street. 
The mouth of the culvert was quickly 
blocked by debris, hut the walls had 
been weakened by the last freshet. In 
consequence 
they quickly gave way 
under the weight of water, and were 
washed into the open land beyond. 
Houses on the east side of the street did 
not suffer materially because the culvert 
broke before the flood had reached them. 
Had the walls remained firm the damage 
to private property would have been 
great. 
The culvert presented an interesting 
sight last night. Scores of people visited 
the place, and wondered at the power 
of the flood. The gap in the street is 15 
feet wide, and extends its entire width. 
The street car line resisted the flood,and 
spanned the opening. Oars were pass­ 
ing over, because Superintendent An 
drews and a force had put in a temporary 
trestle within an hour and 15 minutes 
after the storm ceased. It was also used 
by persons on foot who desired to cross.

A NARROW ESCAPE. 
Had President McKinley listened to 
the powerful sentiment in congress be­ 
fore war against Spain was declared 
this country Would how be wondering 
what it would do With the Republic of 
Ouba, for many there were who be­ 
lieved it was onr doty to bring into ex­ 
istence a new nation. 
Fortunately the President had decided 
on the course to be pursued, and stood 
liiB ground, manfully. 
He was willing 
to interfere in behalf of the poor people 
who were being starved by the thousand, 
but being in possession of facts that 
were not generally known he could not, 
while doing his duty to the country, rec­ 
ognize the insurgents as having foun­ 
ded a government. To him the plans of 
those men who were playing for big 
stakes were transparent. 
In that action William McKinley did 
the nation a great service, and kept the 
taint of scandal from his administration. 
He prevented what would have by this 
time developed into complications of a 
serious nature, and left the way open 
for the enforcement of a policy that will 
materially aid the Cubans and reflect 
w ith credit upon the United Sates. The 
President saw the light and straightway 
took the course that brought him to it.

“ lf Engineer George was here he 
would probably understand that he 
can’t drain the whole of Eastern Ohio 
down Avondale street,” said a property 
owner last evening to a N e w s R e v ie w 
man as he gazed upon the ruin wrought 
by the flood of the afternoon. And he was 
right. At least all appearances went to 
show that entirely too much water had 
gone that way. 
It is the old story with 
a few variations and the aggregate 
damage as mach as nsnal. 
When the rain came down in torrents 
yesterday afternoon the hills beyond 
Avondale began to pour tons of water 
into the ran which now has a course 
along Minerva street. At the outlet to 
the famous Potter lake a sluice had been 
built. 
It was probably intended to 
carry off water, peacefully and without 
damage, but if it had been devised as 
powerful instrum ent 
for 
the 
rip­ 
ping 
up 
of 
pavements 
and 
the 
destruction of private property its mis­ 
sion would have been fulfilled. Through 
this the water came, and as its mouth 
was in line with the bricks of the street 
the torrent shot directly across the road­ 
way and tore out the sand. Then it 
only required a few moments for the 
bricks to go topsy turvy after w hat had 
held them in place. 
The curb doubtless 
stayed the awful force for a time, but at 
length it too gave way, and the flood 
went over the hill toward the china 
works, finally finding an outlet in Tan­ 
yard nm . 
Meanwhile, that portion which had 
not taken the direct route had been de­ 
flected by the curb, and rushing down 
Avondale for a distance of about 200 
feet, gathering force with every foot of 
the way, it attacked the foundation of 
the house occupied by Frank Allen at 
the intersection of Avondale and Brad­ 
shaw avenue. The wall was torn away 
as before and the foaming torrent disap­ 
peared into the cellar. Mr. Allen suf­ 
fered the same damage in the June 
freshet and the wall had only been re­ 
built a short time. 
The water had by this time gathered 
powerful foroe, and tearing down the 
bed of the run gathered from the W ill­ 
iams stave mill sufficient drift to block 
the mouth of the culvert under W alnut 
street. 
Having learned much from 
past experience officials of the Knowles, 
Taylor & Knowles company hastily 
placed men at work clearing away the 
debris. Then another flood came down 
W alnut street, quickly followed by one 
from Bradshaw avenue, and the water 
began pouring into the lower kilnshed 
of the New End. There was now noth­ 
ing to do but endeavor to save the slip 
house, all doors in the other department 
having been opened to allow the water 
to escape. The flood soon passed, but be­ 
fore it had gone the pottery company 
had sustained damage. 
The course was now more open, yet 
the Bagley place at the foot of Lincoln 
avenue, and the 
wall under Frank 
Bigot’s building were damaged. 
The Dresden this time escaped injury, 
but the ice plant and a number of 
houses in that vicinity were damaged. 
A great mass of debris filled the yard at 
the plant, and the houses owned by 
George Buckley were flooded. 
Debris 
blocked 
the culvert and the water 
backed to an unusual height. The prop 
erty of John Aten suffered as usual, and 
the new sewer from Jethro street was 
uncovered and damaged. 
Hundreds of people went last evening 
to Avondale street where the principal 
damage was done. 
The water still 
flowed through the sluice across the 
sidewalk, and showed too plainlv how 
the damage had been done. The road­ 
way from that point to Bradshaw avenue 
was torn up. scores of bricks having 
been lifted from their places and scat­ 
tered about in endless confusion. 
A 
deep ditch near the curb showed the 
power exerted before the flood attacked 
the Allen property, while the spot where 
the direct torrent from the sluice had 
broken through was marked by a great 
hole. 
Heavy pieces of curbing had been 
torn from position and washed over the 
hill, serving to show the awful force of 
the stream. 
A dark brown mark along 


the china works showed the height of 
the flood, but fortunately only a little 
water found its wav into the building. 
Had it rained a few minutes longer the 
damage there would have been great. 
Many opinions were expressed by the 
crowd, and it was evident that the peo­ 
ple are tired of paying for the repaving 
of Avondale. 
Lincoln avenue again suffered to con 
siderable extent. 
In many places the 
pavements were lifted up and the bricks 
torn out and it will be necessary to re­ 
pave the greater portion of the street. 
In Jefferson street gutters were again 
washed oat, while the street car track in 
Franklin street was undermined 
for 
some distance. 
The dirt and water covered the street 
car track at the ball ground and the in­ 
tersection of Lisbon street, but it was 
only a short time before the line was in 
working order. 
West Market street as usual was coy- 
ered with debris from Spring street, 
Woodlawn and Basil avenues, but little 
damage was done.

The rain flooded East End as East 
End has often before been flooded, but 
this time the water demolished that 
mach discussed Mulberry street culvert, 
completing the job as though it had been 
done by a gang of wreckers. 
The water came down the hill into 
Lake’s run, bat happily, Mr. Spence’s es­ 
caped, although a considerable amount 
of dirt was washed along the bank. The 
new sewer opening near the loop failed 
to carry off all the water coming from 
that direction, and some water found its 
way into the clay mine of the Knowles, 
Taylor & Anderson company. The kiln 
yard was also flooded, and a number of 
houses in that vicinity contained water 
and debris. The culvert under Penn­ 
sylvania avenue was blocked, and water 
rolled over the street. The street rail­ 
way track was thrown at least five feet 
out of line and the roadbed damaged. 
The cellars of a number of houses were 
almost filled with water, and the flood 
continned its course to Mulberry street. 
The mouth of the culvert was quickly 
blocked by debris, but the walls had 
been weakened by the last freshet. In 
consequence 
they quickly gave way 
under the weight of water, and were 
washed into the open land beyond. 
Houses on the east side of the street did 
not suffer materially because the culvert 
broke before the flood had reached them. 
Had the walls remained firm the damage 
to private property would have been 
great. 
The culvert presented an interesting 
sight last night. Scores of people visited 
the place, and wondered at the power 
of the flood. The gap in the street is 15 
feet wide, and extends its entire width. 
The street car line resisted the flood,and 
spanned the opening. Oars were pass­ 
ing over, because Superintendent An­ 
drews and a force had put in a temporary 
trestle within an hour and 15 minutes 
after the storm ceased. It was also used 
by persons on foot who desired to cross.

When this has be­ 
come cold the bricks are bound firmly 
together, and it is next to impossible to 
remove them. The experiment was once

C W e y b r ec h t, has been sent to G eneral 
Shatter’s headquarters to relieve a b at­ 
talion of the T hirty-third M ichigan, 
which was on guard there. 
The head 
quarters is in a swam py m eadow, w hich 
has not been policed up since the gen­ 
eral got there. 
A big hospital takes up 
a slice of the open ground. 
One of th e 
first duties that fell to th e battalion was 
the bnrving of the dead from the 
hospital.'some of whom are suspected of 
being yellow fever patients. A sergeant 
and Binmen from Company G, of W ads­ 
worth, had this unpleasant task, and in 
34 hours had handled ten corpses. 
This 
work is*kept ae secret as possible from 
the rest of the men. 
"The Eighth Ohio has the yellow 
fever scare. The m en w hisper together 
about it. 
The officers try to pooh-pooh 
any idea of an epidemic, but th e wine 
perings from Siboney reach all the way 
to the|front , and there is no w ay to get 
rid of them. 
Some of the comm ands 
given to the soldiers are alm ost hysteri­ 
cal. They must on no account speak to 
the Cubans on the roads or take any­ 
thing from them. 
‘‘Captain"William H ill, of the East 
Liverpool company, got a M anser rifle 
and Spanish cartridge 
belt from 
a 
trooper in the Tenth (colored) Cavalry. 
It hadjbelonged to a Spanish sharp­ 
shooter whom the trooper had shot out 
of a tree. The colored soldier woald not 
carry the articles any fu rth er and gave 
them to the captain on condition th at 
he would take the relics to the States. 
Several of the soldiers were afraid to 
handle the rifle or belt for fear they 
might catch the fever from them . 
“The camp of the T hird Battalion was 
moved this afternoon about 400 yards 
north, out of the swam py ground to the 
slope of one of the foothills of the Sierra 
Maestra range, where the air, it is said, 
will be better. 
Everybody wishes to 
move, and yet the officers and m en lie 
lazily around on the ground or in ham ­ 
mocks without enough energy to clean 
up theiifcamp. 
A N ew foundland dog 
was in the|Third Battalion cam p yester­ 
day and|the|boys were m aking m uch of 
him. Suddenly somebody said it was a 
brute that had been seen w ith Cubans 
on the road, and it was kicked and 
atoned into the woods lest it, too, should 
c*nv infection. 
“Everything is too new for the men 
aud they scarcely know what to do. 
The officers insist on having their water 
boiled, which makes extra work for the 
°ooks, but the men are lucky to get luke- 
warm spring water if they carry it 
themselves. The men put lime juice in 
WI their water, but somebody told them 
t e lime juice would cut through their 
^teens, and they have begun to throw 
the stuff away.

W a s h in g t o n, Aug. 4.—Affcev a con­ 
ference on the peace question, lasting 
for about an hour yesterday afternoon, 
between the president and M. Cambon, 
the French ambassador, the latter act­ 
ing as the representative of Spain, Sec­ 
retary Ray emerged from the W hite 
House and announced th at the confer­ 
ence w as inconclusive; w herefore the 
parties to it had agreed to say nothing 
publicly as to w hat had occurred. 
The 
secretary did not appear to be discour­ 
aged as he m ade this statem ent, though 
he admitted no tim e had been set for 
another conference. 
From this it is 
gathered that the long expected an ­ 
swer of tile Spanish governm ent to the 
president’s note, upon being received, 
had turned out to be ju st as it w as ex­ 
pected, either a counter proposition or 
a request for a fuller statem ent in de­ 
tail upon some of the heads of the presi­ 
dent’s note. 
Up to the m iddle of the 
afternoon, it was stated by all parties

However, just after 3 o’clock, the 
secretary of the French embassy, M.

“Concerning the unfortunate occur­ 
rences on the ships Concho and Seneca 
that brought some sick aud wounded 
from Santiago, the secretary of w ar 
gives oat the following statem ent, after 
a careful investigation: 
“ At the tim e tney left Santiago the 
general desire of the convalescents to 
come home doubtless overcrowded both 
ships. 
From the commencement of 
the Santiago campaign until w ithin a 
few days the terrible conditions on that 
coast, where our ships had no shelter 
aud always with a high surf, made the 
lauding of troops, supplies, am m uni­ 
tion, artillery aud medical stores very 
difficult, aud there is no doubt m uch 
inconvenience and suffering was there­ 
by oausod that was unavoidable. 
The 
lighters that went w ith G eneral S hat­ 
te r’s fleet were lost on the way. 
Two 
tows of lighters were 
subsequently 
sent which were also lost, aud it was 
im possible to get supplies ashore except 
w ith the boats from the ships and those 
supplied by the navy. 
“ irater on a lighter was furnished by 
the navy winch was the only one there 
for m any days. 
On account of the 
great u umber of sick aud wounded, 
which was in excess of w hat had been 
anticipated, there was no doubt m uch 
privation 
aud 
suffering 
especially 
amoug the sick at Santiago. 
The cap­ 
tains of the Seneca aud Concho did not 
report to General Shatter, nor to Q uar­ 
term aster Hum phrey th at they needed, 
w ater. 
Had they done so, of course, it 
would have beeu provided. 
Then also 
a large num ber of civilians rushed 
aboard to get away and they occupied 
m any 
staterooms 
that should nave 
been given over to the soldiers. 
No re­ 
currence of such conditions will be 
possible hereafter aud no one regrets 
more than the secretary of war that 
anything of the kind should have hap­ 
pened. 
“ The general com m anding that arm y, 
the surgeon general aud Hie quarter* 
m asters aud commissary departm ents, 
have done the best they coaid, but un­ 
forseen circumstances, named above, 
prevented the convenience being pro­ 
vided th at other wise woald have been 
furnished.’’ 
Secretary Alger, who is determ ined 
that uo further trouble of the kind shall 
oocur, if in his power to prevent it, 
sent an order to General Shafter at 
Santiago, and the commander in Porto 
Rico to see that nothing of the kind 
occurred again.

HOW HOBSON ESCAPED. 


Detailed Account of the Event­ 
ful Night at Santiago.

Lieutenant Hobson a few days ago, 
while in New York city on one of the 
many flying visits which he has made 
since his arrival from Santiago, related 
to a small party of friends the details 
of his escape from the collier Merrimac 
and of his subsequent capture by the 
Spaniards. 
“ l£ was dark when we started in to­ 
ward the strait,” said Lieutenant Hob­ 
son in giving his narrative, ‘‘and it was 
darker when we got the ship into posi­ 
tion. We all knew that we were taking 
desperate chances, and in order to be 
unincumbered when we got into the 
water we stripped down to our under­ 
clothing. 
The ship gave a heave when 
the charges exploded, and as she sank 
with a lurch at the bow we got over her 
sides. 
That we got into the water is 
nearly all we know of what happened 
in that rather brief period. Some sprang 
over the ship’s sides, but more than one 
of us was thrown over the rail by the 
shock and the lurching of the ship. 
‘‘It was our plan to escape on a cata­ 
maran float which lay on the roof of 
the midship house. One of the greatest 
dangers of the thing was that of being 
caught in the suction made by the ship 
as she went down, so we tied the float 
to the taffrail, giving it slack line 
enough, as we thought, to let it float 
loose after the ship had settled into her 
resting place. 
I swam away from the 
ship as soon as I struck the water, but 
I could feel the eddies drawing me back­ 
ward in spite of all I could do. 
That 
did not last very long, however, aud 
as soon as I felt the tugging ease I 
turned aud struck out for the float, 
which I could see dimly bobbing up 
and down over the sunken hull. 
“ The Merrimack masts were plainly 
visible, and I could see the heads of my 
seven men as they followed my example 
and made for the float also. We had ex­ 
pected, of course, that the Spaniards 
would investigate the wreck, but we 
had no idea that they would be at it as 
quickly as they were. Before we could 
get to tho float several rowboats and 
launches came around the bluff from 
inside the harbor. They had officers on 
board and armed marines as well, and 
they searched that passage, rowing 
backward and forward, until the next 
morning. It was only by good luck that 
we got to the float at all, for they were 
upon us so quickly that we had barely 
concealed ourselves when a boat with 
quite a large party on board was right 
beside as. 
' ‘Unfortunately, we thought then, 
but it turned out afterward that noth­ 
ing more fortunate than that oould have 
happened to us, the rope with which 
we had scoured the float to the ship 
was too short to allow it to swing free, 
and when we reached it we found that 
one of the pontoons was entirely out of 
the water aud the other one was sub­ 
merged. 
Had the raft lain flat on the 
water we could not have got under it 
and would have had to climb up on it 
to be an excellent target for the first 
party of marines that arrived. 
As it 
was, we could get under the raft and 
by putting our hands through the crev­ 
ices between the slats which formed its 
deck we could hold our heads out of 
water aud still be unseen. That is what 
we did, and all night long we staid 
there with our noses and mouths barely 
out of water. 
“ None of us expected to get out of 
tho affair alive, but luckily the Span­ 
iards did not think of the apparently 
damaged, half sunken raft floating 
about beside the wreck. 
They came to 
within a cable’s length of us at inter­ 
vals of only a few minutes all night. 
We could hear their words distinctly 
aud even in the darkness could distiu- 
guish an occasional glint of light on the 
rifle barrels of the marines and on the 
lace of the officers’ uniforms. We were 
afraid to speak above a whiner, aud for 
a good w hi It'—in faot, whenever they 
wert! near us—we breathed as easily as 
we could. 
I ordered my men not to 
speuk unless to address me, and with 
one exception they obeyed. 
“ After we had been there an hour or 
two the water, which we found rather 
warm at first, began to get oold, and 
my fingers ached where the wood was 
pressing into them. The clouds, which 
were running before a pretty stiff breeze 
when we went in, blew over, and then 
by the starlight we could see the boats 
when they came out of the shallows of 
the cliffs on either side, aud even when 
we oould not see them we knew that 
they were still near, because we could } 
bear very plainly the splash of the oars 
and the grinding of the oarlocks. 
“ Our teeth began to chatter before i 
very long, and I was in constant fear 
that the Spaniards would hear us when 
they came olosa It was so still then 
that the chattering sound seemed to us 
loud as a hammer, but the Spaniards’ 
©ars were not sham aaanah to hear is 


My men tried to keep their teeth still, 
bat it was hard work and not attended 
with any grea^success at the best. 
We 
all knew that We would be shot if dis­ 
covered by an ordinary seaman or a ma­ 
rine, and I ordered my men not to stir, 
as the boats having officers on board 
kept well in the distance. One of my 
men disobeyed my orders and started 
to swim ashore, and I had to call him 
back. He obeyed at once, but my voice 
seemed to create 
some 
commotion 
among the boats, and several of them 
appeared close beside us before the dis­ 
turbance in the water made by the man 
swimming had disappeared. We thought 
it was all up with us then, but the 
boats went awray into the shadows again. 
“ When daylight came a steam launch 
full of officers and marines came out 
from behind the cliff that hid the fleet 
and harbor and advanced toward us. 
AU the men on board were looking 
curiously in our direction. They did 
not see us. Knowing that some one of 
rank must be on board, I waited until 
the launch was quite close and hailed 
her. My voice produced the utmost con­ 
sternation on board. Every one sprang 
up, the marines crowded to the bow, 
and the launch’s engines were reversed. 
She not only stopped, but she backed 
off until nearly a quarter of a mile 
away, where she staid. The marines 
stood ready to fire at the word of com­ 
mand when we clambered out from un­ 
der the float. There were ten of the 
marines, aud they would have fired in 
a minute had they not been restrained 
“ I swain towTard the launch, and then 
she started toward me. 
I called out in 
Spanish, ‘Is there an officer on board?’ 
An officer answered in the affirmative, 
and then I shouted in Spanish again, ‘I 
have seven men to surrender, ’ I contin­ 
ued swimming, and when I reach 3d the 
side of the launch I was seized and 
pulled out of the water. As I looked up 
when they were dragging me into the 
launch I saw that it was Admiral Cer­ 
vera himself who had hold of m a 
He 
looked at me rather dubiously at first, 
because I had been down in the engine 
room of the Merrimac, where I got cov­ 
ered with oil, and that with the soot 
and coal dust made my appearance most 
disreputable. 
I had put on my officer’s 
belt before sinking the Merrimac as a 
means of identification, no matter what 
happened to me, and when I pointed to 
it in the launch the admiral under­ 
stood and seemed satisfied. 
The first 
words he said to me when he learned 
who I was were, ‘Bienvenidoseausted, ’ 
which means, ‘Yon are welcome.* 
My 
treatment by the naval officers and that 
of my men also was courteous all the 
time that I was a prisoner. They heard 
my story, as much of it as I could tell, 
but sought to learn nothing more. 
“ My men were rescued from the float, 
and we were taken to the shore, and we 
were all placed in a cell in Morro Cas­ 
tle. 
I asked permission to send a note 
to Admiral Sampson and wrote it, but 
when Admiral Cervera learned of it he 
came to me and said that General Li­ 
nares would not permit me to send it. 
The admiral seemed greatly worried, 
but it was not until a day or two later 
that I learned what was on his mind. 
That same day he said he would send a 
boat to the fleet to get clothes for us and 
that the men who went in the boat 
oould tell Admiral Sampson that we 
were safe. I learned later that General 
Linares was inclined to be ugly, and 
that Admiral Cervera wished to get 
word to our fleet as soon as possible that 
we were safe, knowing that then Gen­ 
eral Linares would learn that the fleet 
knew it, and he would not dare to harm 
ua 
“ When we were first placed in Morro, 
the solid doors to our oells were kept 
closed for an hour cur two, but when we 
objected to that the admiral ordered 
that they be thrown open. 
Then we 
had a view of Santiago harbor, the city 
and the Spanish fleet. All of the officers 
of the army and fleet called on us that 
day, aud their treatment of us was most 
considerate and courteous. General Li­ 
nares did not call, but sent word that 
as all the others had called he thought 
that a visit from him was not included 
in his duties. 
I do not know what he 
meant by that, but am sure that we do 
not owe our safety to him. 
“ We were still in Morro Castle when ' 
Admiral 
Sampson's fleet bombarded 
Santiago. 
The windows in the side of 
our ceil opened west across the harbor 
entrance, and we oould hear and see the 1 
shells as they struck. We knew that we 
would not be fired upon, as word had 
gone out as to where we were, so we 
sat at the windows aud watched the | 
shells. 
Each one sung a different tune 1 
as it went by. The smaller shells moan- ' 
oil or screeched as they passed, but the 
IS inch shells left a sound behind them 
like that of the sudden aud continued 
smashing of a huge pane of glass. 
The 
crackling was sharp and metallic, some- ; 
thing like sharp thunder without the 
roar, and the sound continued, but de- I 
creased after the shell had gone, 
in 
many cases the shells struck projecting 
points of rock and, ricochetting, spun 
end over end across the hills. The sound 
they made as they struck again aud 
again was like the short, sharp puffs of 
a locomotive starting with a heavy | 
train. 
“ We were in Morro Castle four days, 
and only once did I feel alarmed. 
The 
day before we were taken into the city 
of Santiago I saw a small boat start 
from the harbor with a flag of truce up. 
When I asked one of the sentries what 
it meant, I was told that the boat had 
gone out to tell our fleet that m r man 


aud I had already been taken into the 
citv. 
Then I feared that Morro would 
be bombarded at once and believed it 
to be a scheme got up by General Li­ 
nares to end us. 
We were taken to the 
city the next day and were safe any way 
then. 
“ In the city we were treated with 
the same consideration by the naNal 
officers and the army officers, with the 
exception of General Linares, which we 
got on the day of our capture. I believe 
that we owe to Admiral Cervera our ex­ 
change and a great deal more in the 
way of good treatment that we would 
not otherwise have received. 
General 
Linares had no good blood for us, nor 
did the soldiers and marines, who 
would have shot os on sight the night 
that we went into the harbor.”—New 
York Sun.

“If Engineer George was bere he 
would probably understand that 
he 
can’t drain the whole of Eastern Ohio 
down Avondale street,’’ said a property 
owner last evening to a N e w s R e v ie w 
man as he gazed upon the ruin wrought 
by the flood of the afternoon. And he was 
right. At least all appearances went to 
show that entirely too much water had 
gone that way. 
It is the old story with 
a few variations and the aggregate 
damage as much as usual. 
When the rain came down in torrents 
yesterday afternoon the hills beyond 
Avondale began to pour tons of water 
into the run which now has a coarse 
along Minerva street. 
At the outlet to 
the famous Potter lake a sluice had been 
built. 
It was probably intended to 
carry off water, peacefully and without 
damage, but if it had been devised as 
powerful instrument 
for 
the 
rip­ 
ping 
up 
of 
pavements 
and 
the 
destruction of private property its mis­ 
sion would have been fulfilled. Through 
this the water came, and as its mouth 
was in line with the bricks of the street 
the torrent shot directly across the road­ 
way and tore out the sand. 
Then it 
only required a few moments for the 
bricks to go topey turvy after what had 
held them in place. 
The curb doubtless 
stayed the awful force for a time, but at 
length it too gave way, and the flood 
went over the hill toward the china 
works, finally finding an outlet in Tan­ 
yard run. 
Meanwhile, that portion which had 
not taken the direct route had been de­ 
flected by the curb, and rushing down 
Avondale for a distance of about 200 
feet, gathering force with every foot of 
the way, it attacked the foundation of 
the house occupied by Frank Allen at 
the intersection of Avondale and Brad­ 
shaw avenue. 
The wall was torn away 
as before aud the foaming torrent disap­ 
peared into the cellar. 
Mr. Allen suf­ 
fered the same damage in the June 
freshet and the wall had only been re­ 
built a short time. 
The water had by this time gathered 
powerful force, and tearing down the 
bed of the run gathered from the Will­ 
iams stave mill sufficient drift to block 
the mouth of the culvert under Walnut 
street. 
Having learned much from 
past experience officials of the Knowles, 
Taylor & Knowles company hastily 
placed men at work clearing away the 
debris. Then another flood came down 
Walnut street, quickly followed by one 
from Bradshaw avenue, aud the water 
began pouring into the lower kilnshed 
of the New End. 
There was now noth­ 
ing to do but endeavor to save the slip 
house, all doors in the other department 
having been opened to allow the water 
to escape. The flood soon passed, but be­ 
fore it had goue the pottery company 
had sustained damage. 
The coarse was now more open, yet 
the Bagley place at the foot of Lincoln 
avenue, and the 
wall under Frank 
Bigot's building were damaged. 
The Dresden this time escaped injury, 
but the ice plant and a number of 
, houses iu that vicinity were damaged. 
A great mass of debris filled the yard at 


I the plant, and the houses owned by 
I George Buckley were flooded. 
Debris 
J blocked 
the culvert aud the water 
backed to an unusual height. 
The prop­ 
erty of John Aten suffered as usual, aud 
the new sewer from Jethro street was 
uncovered aud damaged. 
Hundreds of people went last evening 
to Avondale street where the principal 
damage was doue. 
The water still 
flowed through the sluice across the 
sidewalk, and showed too plainly how 
the damage had been doue. 
The road­ 
way from that poiut to Bradshaw avenue 
was torn up, scores of bricks having 
been lifted from their places and scat­ 
tered about in endless confusion. 
A 
deep ditch near the curb showed the 
power exerted before the flood attacked 
the Allen property, while the spot where 
the direct torrent from the sluioe had 
broken through was marked by a great 
hole. 
Heavy pieces of curbing had been 
torn from position aud washed over the 
hill, serving to show the awful force of 
the stream.

The rain flooded East End as Last 
End has often before been flooded, but 
this time the water demolished that 
much discussed Mulberry street culvert, 
completing the job as though it had been 
done by a gang of wreckers. 
The water came down the hill into 
Lake’s run, but happily. Mr. Spence’s es­ 
caped, although a considerable amount 
of dirt was washed along the bank. The 
new sewer opening near the loop failed 
to carry off all the water coming from 
that direction, and some water found its 
way into the clay mine of the Knowles, 
Taylor & Anderson company. The kiln 
yard was also flooded, and a number of 
houses in that vicinity contained water 
and debris. 
The culvert under Penn- 
svlvania avenue was blocked, and water 
rolled over the street. 
The street rail­ 
way track was thrown at least five feet 
out of line and the roadbed damaged. 
The cellars of a number of houses were 
almost filled with water, and the flood 
continued its course to Mulberry street. 
The mouth of the culvert was quickly 
blocked by debris, but the walls had 
been weakened by the last freshet. 
In 
consequence 
they quickly gave wav 
under the weight of water, and were 
washed into the open land beyond. 
Houses on the east side of the street did 
not suffer materially because the culvert 
broke before the flood had reached them. 
Had the walls remained firm the damage 
to private property would have been 
great. 
The culvert presented an interesting 
sight last night. Scores of people visited 
the place, and wondered at the power 
of the flood. The gap in the street is 15 
feet wide, and extends its entire width. 
The street car line resisted the flood,and 
spanned the opening. Oars were pass­ 
ing over, because Superintendent An­ 
drews and a force had put in a temporary 
trestle within an hour and 15 minutes 
after the storm ceased. It was also used 
by persons on foot who desired to cross.

come cold the bricks are bound firmly 
together, and it is next to impossible to 
remove them.

A correspondent in writing of the 
Eighth Ohio at Santiago has something 
of importance for the friends of the Liv­ 
erpool boys. The Third battalion to 
which he so often refers contains Com­ 
pany E, It follows: 
■•The Third battalion, under Ma^or C. 
C Weybrecht. has been sent to General 
shafter’s headquarters to relieve a bat­ 
talion of the Thirty-third Michigan, 
which was on guard there. 
The head­ 
waiters is in a swampy meadow, which 
has not been policed up since the gen 
eral got there. 
A big hospital taker up 
a slice of the open ground. 
One of the 
first duties that fell to the battalion was 
the bnrying of the dead from the 
hospital,)some of whom are suspected of 
being yellow fever patients. A sergeant 
and sixjmen from Company G, of Wads­ 
worth, had this unpleasant task, and in 


24 hours had handled ten corpses. 
This 
work is)kept as secret as possible from 
the rest of the men. 
“The Eighth Ohio has the yellow 
fever seare. The men whisper together 
about it. The officers try to pooh-pooh 
any idea of an epidemic, but the whis­ 
perings from Si boney reach all the way 
to the|front, and there is no way to get 
rid of them. 
Some of the commands 
given to the soldiers are almost hysteri­ 
cal. They must on no account speak to 
the Cubans on the roads or take any­ 
thing from them. 
"Captain^William Hill, of the East 
Liverpool company, got a Manser rifle 
and Spanish cartridge 
belt from 
a 
trooper in the Tenth (colored) Cavalry. 
It hadjbelonged to a Spanish sharp­ 
shooter whom the trooper had shot out 
of a tree. The colored soldier would not 
carry the articles any farther and gave 
them to the captain on condition that 
he would take the relics to the States. 
Several of the soldiers were afraid to 
handle the rifle or belt for fear they 
might catch the fever from them. 
“The camp of the Third Battalion was 
moved this afternoon about 400 yards 
north, out of the swampy ground to the 
slope of one of the foothills of the Sierra 
Maestra range, where the air, it is said, 
will be better. 
Everybody wishes to 
move, and yet the officers and men lie 
lazily around on the ground or in ham 
mocks without enough energy to clean 
np theirfcamp. 
A Newfoundland dog 
was in the|Third Battalion camp yester­ 
day and|the|boys were making much of 
him. Suddenly somebody said it was a 
brute that had been seen w ith Cubans 
on the road, and it was kicked and 
atoned into the woods lest it, too, should 
oarry infection. 
'Everything is too new for the men 
<*nd they scarcely know what to do. 
The officers insist on having their water 
boiled, which makes extra work for the 
°ooks, but the men are lucky to get luke- 
spring water if they carry it 
themselves. The men put lime juice iu 
^ I their water, but somebody told them 
he lune joie© would cut through their 
canteens, and they have begun to throw 
the stuff away, 
All the men have to cook their own 
°od and some of them had rather a hard 
tme at first. A few tried to make coffee 
oat grinding the beans, while others 
e, to .
